The estimate goes on to say that 


the fruit is slow in sizing and prob- 
ably will not mature as early as in 
1934, although not expected to be 
much later than in normal years 
Indications from sections are 
small sizes, the report says. 


Forecast for next year's Valencia 


crop predicts a crop ranging from 
60 to 100 per cent of normal in dif- 
ferent parts of the county. Drop_ o 
'mature valencies and deterioration 
of the fruit on trees continue to be 
much heavier than usual, this year 
for 
some localities. While some 


packinghouses have ended their sea 
sons, the majority will be operatini 
into November, the report says. 


Lemon pickings for October wil

ornia Fruit Growers Exchange this

"Growers want all 
their fruit sold and the result is 
some of it goes to any outlet at any 
price and cheap by-products fruit 
comes back as canned juice as a 
potential menace to our fresh fruit 
market."

M. L. Chapman, sales manager of 


the products department, reported 
27 per cent increase in dollar value 
of sales compared to last year, and 
that more orange oil could have been 
sold than was obtained from fruit 
processed at Ontario.
